THE trial of a careworker accused 
of stabbing her pal’s boyfriend to 
death after a drunken sex session 
will resume again tomorrow. 

Lara Doran, 23, is charged with murdering 
Andrew Wilbey, 21, as she tried to stop him 
choking his girlfriend Leanne Phillips. 

The two women claim Mr Wilbey came to the 
flat in Tennyson Avenue, Canterbury, in a jeal¬ 
ous rage after they had invited two soldiers 
home for sex with them. 

A jury at Maidstone Crown Court heard how 
the accused and Miss Phillips, 24, had been 
drinking heavily and smoked drugs on their 
return on June 19 last year. 

Miss Phillips told the court her on-off rela¬ 
tionship with Mr Wilbey was an abusive one. 

She said: “We couldn’t live with each other 
and we couldn’t be apart.” 

After Mr Wilbey was found dead with a knife 
in his back, doctors confirmed his girlfriend 
had marks on her neck that would indicate she 
had been strangled. 

The court also heard how the squaddies - 
who met the girls during a pub crawl in 
Canterbury - beat a hasty retreat when they 
heard Wilbey was on his way to Doran’s flat. 

Lance Corporal Patrick McDonald said he 
and his friend Lance Corporal Gary McGibbon 
fled so fast they left some of their clothes. 

He said: “Leanne was on the phone. The per¬ 
son she was talking to was her boyfriend. She 
said: ‘I think you’d better put your clothes on - 
my boyfriend’s coming.’ 

The soldier told the jury that after meeting

Villagers' fury as 
sewage is pumped 
into flooded rivers

VILLAGERS have expressed 
their disgust at living in what 
they have described as “third 
world” conditions. 

Utilities company Southern Water 
has been pumping sewage into the 
river Nailboume and the Little Stour 
at Bishopsboume, Patrixboume, 
Bekesboume and Littleboume, con¬ 
taminating the length of the river. 

This started when sewage came up 
bath plug-holes and toilets in some of 
the villages. 

A Patrixboume resident, who lives 
close to the river, said: “In this day 
and age something should be done. I 
don’t want to live in a third-world 
country with raw sewage floating by. 

Health hazards 

“It’s such a shame because the river 
came back on March 18 and there 
were people down here walking along 
it, appreciating how beautiful it looks. 

“There were people and dogs play¬ 
ing in it and then, a few days later, 
sewage is being pumped into it with 
all the possibilities of the health 
hazards that go with that.” 

There have been reports of dogs 
and children who played by the river 
having upset stomachs. Warning 
notices have been put up, but there 
are some long stretches with no signs. 

Some homeowners next to the 
river were unaware of the sewage 
passing their back-gardens. 


The river Nailboume runs only 
when the water-table is high enough. 
In 2000 it burst its banks and 
several houses were flooded. 

City councillor Tony Austin, 
chairman of the Little Stour and 
Nailboume River Management 
Group, said: “We met Southern 
Water after the big floods and they 
said they were going to sort out the 
sewer. Unfortunately, not a lot has 
happened. The group is not happy. 
We are paying our water bills and 
deserve better.” 

Bridge Parish Council has also 
expressed its disappointment. 

A spokesman for Southern Water 
said: “Following the serious flooding 
that affected this area in 2001, 
Southern Water carried out compre¬ 
hensive sewer re-lining works. 

“This winter, the Nailboume catch¬ 
ment has received over 258 per cent 
of its seasonal average rainfall. 

“If the water table is too high, water 
can get into our sewerage system 
through pipe joints on both the public 
and private sewers and drains. 

“If we did not remove this from the 
system, wastewater could overflow 
from manholes in roads, gardens, 
public places and even in homes. 

“Pumping into the river is the last 
resort and only carried out in discus¬ 
sion with the Environment Agency.” 

Southern Water said the sewage is 
diluted and screened and people face 
no increased health risks if they take 
“normal basic hygiene precautions”. 

The situation will continue until 
water levels drop. 


Convicted developer 
could face prison 

MILLIONAIRE property developer 
Julian Brealy was due to be sentenced 
as we went to press after being con¬ 
victed of corruption charges last 
month. 

The cash for favours case also 
involved leading city councillor Roger 
Matthews who was cleared of the 
charges at the end of the three-week 
trial. 

Councillor Matthews was allowed to 
live rent-free in a flat in Beltinge 
Road, which was owned by Brealy. 
Over six years he amassed rent 
arrears of £34,000. A confidential 
planning document was found in 
Brealy’s offices. The six-man, six- 
woman jury decided that Brealy could 
have used the threat of instant repay¬ 
ment to influence planning decisions. 

Judge David Griffith-Jones warned 
Brealy he was considering a prison 
sentence. 

Cllr Matthews, who continues to 
represent the Greenhill and 
Eddington Ward as an independent, 
told Yourcanterbury he just wanted to 
put the case behind him

Craven interview gets prickly 


NATURE programme Countryfile 
has been filming endangered 
animals at Wildwood’s Woodland 
Discovery Park, and trhe rpogramme 
was shown on Sunday. 

It featured a hedgehog and a pine 
marten from the park, which is 
between Canterbury and Herne Bay. 

The BBC’s John Craven went to 
the park to do the filming. The park 
has featured on Countryfile a num¬ 
ber of times. 

Hugh Warwick, who has recently 
written a book called A Prickly Affair 
- My Life With Hedgehogs was 
interviewed with one of the spiny 
mammals. 

Hedgehogs are a partially protect¬ 
ed species, but their main threat is 
habitat loss. They survive well in 
organic gardens with no hazards, 
woodland edges, hedgerows and sub¬ 
urban habitats. 


Tony Mitchell-Jones from Natural 
England was filmed with pine martens 
to illustrate the issue to species in dan¬ 
ger of extinction in the wild. 

Pine martens are a fully protected 
species. They were common through¬ 
out the British Isles until the 19th 
Century but because of habitat loss 
and being killed for their fur they 
were forced into a small part of 
Scotland by 1926. 

Wildwood’s chief executive Peter 
Smith said: ‘Wildwood is a great 
resource for this type of filming. There 
are animals here that would take a 
film crew a long time to get good shots 
of and it gives us the opportunity to let 
people know about the work we do.” 

Wildwood animal park is a safe 
haven for native British species, 
including wolves, beavers and wild 
boars which once roamed the country¬ 
side but have now died out in the wild.

Health officers are behind on food inspections

STAFF shortages mean dozens of 
restaurants and food sellers across 
Canterbury are escaping health 
inspections. 

In the past year, hard-pressed inspectors 
have seen one takeaway closed because of a 
cockroach infestation and a shop that had to 
close because of rats and mice. 

It was revealed this week that redundancies 
and sickness mean the council is as short of 
staff as it was in the summer, when two in 
every five businesses were not inspected in 
accordance with health regulations. 

Before August the area only had five full-time 
environmental health officers to carry out 
hygiene inspections on all the eateries and 
catering businesses in the district. At the time 
equivalent boroughs had 6.6 full-time officers. 

The Canterbury department was so desper¬ 
ate for staff the council was forced to move an 
inspector in from their housing section in 
August last year. 

But since then another food inspector was 
signed off sick for 11 weeks and then quit the 
section in December. During the same period 
anther member of staff in the department was 
off sick for nine weeks. 

And the council is unable to say how far 
behind it is with food inspections.

A council report has outlined a number of 
serious food hygiene breaches in the district, 
but the council refused to comment on whether 
staff shortages have played a part. 

Since October 2008 the first ever emergency 
closure of a takeaway in Canterbury had to be 
carried out because of a cockroach infestation 
and a shop had to be closed because it was 
infested with rodents. 

The report also revealed a major outbreak of 
a rare type of food poisoning and an investiga¬ 
tion into oyster-related viral illnesses which 
occurred between January and March of this 
year is ongoing. But the council has refused to 
reveal any further details. 

Emergency closure was the fate of another 


takeaway, this time because of a rodent infesta¬ 
tion and structural condition, and a bakery was 
prosecuted for 47 food offences on five different 
occasions over a nine-month period. 

During the same period 22 formal notices 
were given to four other businesses to make 
sure improvements were being carried out. 

A council spokesman said: “The rodent infest¬ 
ed takeaway was the Palace Takeaway in St 
Dunstan’s, that is now under new ownership. 

“The cockroach incident was at the Masala 
Bay in Heme Bay, and that too is under new 
ownership. That was inspected as a result of a 
complaint. 

“The oyster inquiry does not necessarily 
relate to oysters produced in the Canterbury 
district area, but they are being sold here and 
that does concern us.” 

According to the council, the outbreak was 
not due to anything anyone had eaten in a 
restaurant, although the investigation was 
never able to determine with 100 per cent con¬ 
viction the origin of the illness. 

The council spokesman said: “We endeavour 
to do our best and compensate when there are 
staff sicknesses. In any working environment 
you have to accept there will be sickness, and 
that should not prevent normal business.” 

Despite the recession there are now 1,626 
catering businesses in the district - up from 
1,539 in March. Canterbury has 40 per cent 
more food orientated firms than the average 
Kent district.

Cllr Fisher who represents Tankerton 
ward has been suspended from the Tory 
party. He will appear in court on Friday.

OPPORTUNISTIC burglars have stolen 
paintings and jewellry worth more than 
£2,000 from a house in Monastery Street 
in Canterbury. 

The paintings were taken when the 
house was left empty whilst the owners 
were away between 7.45am on Monday, 
March 22, and 8pm on Friday, March 26. 

Three oil paintings of a stream scene by 
Ron Folland, were taken in the burglaiy 
along with another four depicting the Isle 
of White, and three signet rings.

A 27-year-old Canterbury man has been 
arrested for assault occasioning grievous 
bodily harm, criminal damage and affray 
after a man was attacked at his home. 

Two Sheemess teenagers were arrest¬ 
ed on the same charges after the attack 
in Queensway, Sheemess, at 4.40am on 
Thursday.

Courses range from messy arts activities like 
mask-making, potteiy, play dough, face-painting, 
theatrical make-up and puppet-making to more 
sporting activities like archeiy and circus skills. 

For the more musical there are drumming ses¬ 
sions, instrument-making days and even DJing 
activities for teenagers, and more academic pur¬ 
suits like nature days and science weeks. 

Mr Martin said: “It is fun, and messy, and 
very playful. It breaks down people’s barriers to 
learning and education. 

“When people have become young-mums at 
16-17, just to see them pick up a paint-brush is 
great. We get referrals by the health-visitors as 
well but some people don’t even want to come 
out of their houses because of their inhibitions. 

‘We had a woman in her 50s try archery for 
the first time and she shot an arrow through an 
apple from 50 yards. Through our project kids 
get to see their parents as creative people and 
as something other than just mum and dad.” 

During a Relativity Project-run potteiy group 
11-year-old Mamie said: “I like doing this. I

haven’t done pottery before. I am here with my 
mum, my sister, my friend and my friend’s mum.” 

Paula Dive, one of the mothers at the pottery 
class, said: “It is wonderful. The kids love it. We 
don’t really do much together usually, so it is 
something nice for us all to do.” 

Mr Martin said: “There are various different 
government reports that say parents need to be 
involved in their children’s learning. 

“If a child has a bit of rough and tumble with 
their dad they can have more confidence in the 
playground, and if a parent reads to a child 
their vocabulary will develop and it broadens 
their horizons. It develops their relationship. 

“If you haven’t come from that kind of back¬ 
ground, how do you know how to play, read, or 
make pottery with your child? It gives people 
opportunities they wouldn’t have experienced. 

“It is a beautiful thing to see a parent who 
isn’t necessarily comfortable with their child 
making a train-set or painting with them.”

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What is a normal day for you? 

A You don’t get a normal day, it is always dif¬ 
ferent, and that is the part of the job I love. 
You never know what is going to happen next. 

I normally deal with reports of anti-social 
behaviour and complaints. I mainly deal with 
students because I cover Christ Church and 
the University of Kent, so if there has been a 
late night party or students have damaged 
something I go and talk to them. I talk to them 
if they have fallen out with their friends too 
because these things can lead up to something 
a lot more stressful. 

There is no day-to-day routine. I go out on 
patrol, talk to as many people as I can and find 
out what is going on. You know what is going 
on, you know the people you need to be aware 
of and you gather all the information which is 
all part of a big puzzle. 

Why do people think PCSOs are not real police officers? 

A People think of the police as a big, authori¬ 
tative body that will just go and deal with 
a situation. But we are not PCs; that is not our 
intention. 

We are in the community and approachable 
- we build the bridges between the communi¬ 
ty and the police. All PCSOs are really friend¬ 
ly people and really approachable and the 
community like to talk to us more, and then 
we feed that back. 


Q What is the most challenging situation you have ever 
had to deal with? 

A There is no particular situation because I 
have had loads, but the challenge really is 
thinking on your feet. We are in the uniform 
and when you walk around the comer any¬ 
thing could be happening, and you have to 
deal with it there and then. 

Sometimes you turn up at a massive event 
or a rave that no-one knows about and you 
have got to sort out what you can do. You have 
to make sure everyone is safe and get on the 
radio, get more people to the situation. 

| What do you enjoy most about the job? 

A The social side is great because you are 
talking to everyone the whole time, it is 
really good and exciting as well. 

Helping people is also good. We deal with a 
lot of neighbour disputes. You will deal with 
one day after day and they will be phoning you 
up and you have to mediate. But by the end 
you will start to see progress, and when it ends 
up happy families it is really good.

What sort of crime do you have to deal with most? 


working on a case recently. We got the man 
who did it because of informants speaking to 
me. I get people texting me all the time with 
little tip-offs because they trust me.

A Patrolling and getting to know the commu¬ 
nity.

Cancer research 
breakthrough 
by campus team 

SLOWLY but surely, scientists are edg¬ 
ing towards a cure for cancer and now a 
Kent medical research team has 
revealed a new breakthrough. 

Dr Mark Howard’s research at the 
University of Kent’s School of 
Biosciences has led to the development 
of a technique that will deliver cancer 
treatments direct 
to certain tumours 
and he has now 
patented the dis¬ 
covery. 

It is primarily 
aimed at targeting 
pancreatic cancer 
- which is difficult 
to treat - and 
involves cancer¬ 
targeting peptides 
binding to a pro¬ 
tein complex found 
. in high levels on

Howard but absent in most 

normal tissues. By 
seeking out this protein and binding to 
it, the peptides can deliver treatments 
directly to the site with increased preci¬ 
sion and reduced side effects. 

And the treatment is so effective that 
American company Aura Biosciences 
has already licensed the technique from 
Cancer Research Technology (CRT). Dr 
Howard’s role in this development on 
behalf of CRT - which is owned by 
Cancer Research UK - involved identify¬ 
ing the shape of the peptides. 

Effective 

He said: “These peptides have a partic¬ 
ular three-dimensional shape enabling 
them to specifically target this tumour- 
associated protein in a more effective 
way than ever observed before. We were 
able to model different peptide shapes 
and see a clear link between shape and 
effectiveness of the peptide.” 

Dr Howard, a member of the Protein 
Science Research Group, added that the 
technology has potential within tumour 
imaging and therapy for efficient identi¬ 
fication and eradication of cancers. 

The senior lecturer joined the School of 
Biosciences in 2001 and his research 
interests include the structural and 
dynamic characterisation of biochemi¬ 
cally relevant molecules, enhanced 
structural stability in proteins and pep¬ 
tides, as well as advancing nuclear mag¬ 
netic resonance spectroscopy. 

Collateral damage when treating can¬ 
cer cells has long been a problem. 

But Dr Phil L’Huillier, director of busi¬ 
ness management at CRT, said: “These 
peptides have the potential to seek out 
and destroy cancer cells, leaving sur¬ 
rounding areas unharmed. 

Crucially, this targeted treatment 
could also reduce the side effects that are 
commonly associated with standard 
therapies. We look forward to the results 
of this programme with great interest.” 



Poice, camera, court action 
with civil fiberties challenge

KENT Police could face a flood of 
High Court cases after being 
accused of breaking privacy laws by 
storing photographs of innocent 
motorists. 

Campaigners from civil rights group Liberty 
have vowed to support anyone who wants to 
take legal action against the force after a report 
by the National Policing Improvement Agency 
revealed that pictures taken using automatic 
number plate recognition (ANPR) technology - 
which are stored for up to two years - some¬ 
times record passengers’ faces. 

The threat could spell particular trouble for 
Kent, which has so far invested £5.3 million 
into the system and claims to be one of the lead¬ 
ing constabularies in the UK for using ANPR. 

The technology, launched nationally in 2006, 
is used to detect criminal activity, ranging from 
motorists with no insurance to stolen vehicles. 
In Kent, it records the movements of one mil¬ 
lion cars a day using 200 hidden cameras in 
undisclosed locations. 

A Liberty spokeswoman said police originally 
said the system would be used only to identify 
unlicensed and uninsured drivers. 

“Now we see it being used for a myriad of pur-

poses without any public debate,” she said. 

Motorists without tax, MoT or insurance are 
most at risk of being stopped on the road due to 
the system being linked to the national DVLA 
database, but vehicles used in criminal activity 
have also been detected. As well as the fixed 
cameras, a team of mobile ANPR officers trav¬ 
els around the county stopping vehicles that 
have been flagged up. 

But drivers’ groups have also criticised the 
system, claiming everyone is being treated as a 
potential criminal. Ian Taylor, Kent spokesman 


for the Association of British Drivers, said 
although motorists understand the reasons 
behind APNR, keeping details of innocent driv¬ 
ers for so long was unnecessary. 

He said: ‘We know it helps target criminals, 
we have no argument with that, but why does 
the system need to look at everyone and then 
keep their details, often of their faces, for such 
a long time? “Police are treating everyone as a 
potential criminal, being tagged and tracked 
wherever they go. In the past, officers stopped 
people who had done something wrong, now 
everyone is treated like a criminal. 

‘We have concerns about this information 
and control. How long before we are controlled 
on when or where we travel?” 

Ch Insp Simon Black, head of ANPR at Kent 
Police, said it was unlikely images of innocent 
people would ever be viewed. 

He said: “Cameras read the plates on vehicles 
and do on occasions capture an image of front 
seat passengers, but the primary objective is to 
capture the make, model and colour of the vehi¬ 
cle to help bring offenders to justice. 

We retain the information - as required by 
the Data Information Commissioner in his rul¬ 
ing in January - for two years. 

“The ANPR system reads about a million 
plates a day, but if the vehicles are insured, 
taxed and haven’t been used in crime, it’s 
unlikely the images will ever be viewed. 
Therefore privacy is not compromised.”

A WEASEL as been loaned to 
Wildwood animal park so it can help 
produce the next generation of the 
wily creatures. 

Studley, who is male, is on loan 
from the British Wildlife Centre. 
During his visit - scheduled to last 
several months - he is expected to 
mate with Wildwood's female 
weasels. Some of the resulting off¬ 
spring will go to the British Wildlife 
Centre, but the rest will stay in 
Wildwood, at Herne Common. 

And keepers will be hand-rearing 
some of the animals so they can be 
in films and talks for the park. 

Karen Price, senior keeper at 
Wildwood, said: "He's getting used 
to his enclosure and a new mate. 
They're getting on fine and it will be 
good to have the patter of very 
small feet later in the year." 

Wildwood, on the A291 between 
Canterbury and Herne Bay, houses a 
range of animals native to Britain 
and is open to the public. 







Help! It's homework 

PARENTS asked to help with homework are 
feeling the pressure as they struggle to support 
their child’s learning, a report has revealed. 

Almost 80 per cent admitted not understand¬ 
ing the curriculum, with 50 per cent of young¬ 
sters feeling confused when parents try to help. 

The report ‘I’m stuck - can you help me?’ - 
commissioned by Government agency Becta - 
aims to provide parents with information to 
show them how to support their children. 

Schools are also being encouraged to set up 
websites and learning platforms to equip par¬ 
ents with the resources they need to help with 
homework. 

Neil McLean, executive director of Becta, 
said: “Schools benefit from proactive involve¬ 
ment from parents and if children feel they are 
getting the right support this has a positive 
effect on grades,” he said. “Many schools are 
already using technology to advise parents on 
how best to support their children’s education.” 

The report revealed 81 per cent of parents are 
asked for help with homework at least once a 
week and most admitted it proved challenging. 

A third expressed a desire to know exactly 
how a teacher was explaining a topic so they 
could use the methods at home. 

Becta is pushing for schools to get involved in 
its Next Generation Learning programme, 
which urges education officials to use technolo¬ 
gy to link parents with their child’s curriculum.

Dr Gemma Van Vuuren Cassar, senior lec¬ 
turer at Christ Church, was in charge of the 
programme. 

She said: “The children were keen to do their 
best and demonstrated a very strong value of 
judgement, fairness and honesty throughout. 

“This has been a very rewarding project for 
all those involved.”

ONLY three weeks and you forget all 
this General Election nonsense, eh?

Essential to invest in 
UK's infrastructure 

In response to Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown’s announcement of a 
May 6 General Election, the 
Chartered Institute of Building 
(CIOB) has called on all political 
parties to listen to the construction 
industry. 

What is clear is that the next 
government will be making some 
difficult decisions on public 
expenditure. Certainly all the 
parties are saying we cannot go on 
increasing public debt as we have 
done. The main area of difference 
seems to be when - rather than if - 
the cuts start. 

But if we are to go back to a 
pattern of consistent economic 
growth, there needs to be a 
sustained programme of national 
investment. 

The physical infrastructure of 
this country underpins the 
economic and social infrastructure. 
Investment in the built 
environment can spread the 
benefits of an economic stimulus to 
all parts of the UK. For every £1 
spent on construction output, £2.84 
is generated in total economic 
activity, and 92p of every £1 spent 
on construction is retained in the 
UK. This is a message that has to 
sink in with politicians. 

It will be interesting to see how 
the leaders of the three main 
political parties fare during the live 
television debates; and whether 


they see the connection between 
the built environment and the UK’s 
economy, equally the country’s legal 
commitment to reduce C02 
emissions.

Lost decade leading 
to big housing crisis 

New research shows the housing 
crisis is set to intensify in the South 
East, with insufficient homes being 
built here since 2002. 

The figures, published by the 
National Housing Federation, also 
show that too few homes were built 
in every region in 2008/09, the 
latest year for which figures are 
available, with the South East 
missing its target by 15 per cent. 

Over the period 2002/03-2008/09, 
the South East missed its target by 
11 per cent, delivering 186,290 
homes against a target of 210,300. 

The news comes as a record 4.5 
million people are on housing 
waiting lists nationally (over 
203,000 in the South East), and 
more than 2.5m across the country 
are in overcrowded conditions. 

Regional targets were introduced 
by the Government as a way of 
ensuring enough homes were built 
in each region to meet local need. 

They are drawn up by the former 
regional assemblies in consultation 
with local authorities, government 
housing agencies and regional 
government offices. 

The first targets were issued 
under the regional planning 
guidance system. However, since 
2004, targets have been 
increasingly set through regional 
spatial strategies. 

The National Housing 
Federation says the aim of putting 
these targets in place was to give a 
clear signal to South East planning 
authorities and government 
agencies, setting out how many 
homes can realistically be delivered 
to meet housing need. 

While the South East is the 
region that actually came closest to 
meeting its target in 2008/09, the 
figures show a significant shortfall 
of homes being built in the region 
over a six-year period. 

The end result is thousands of 
South East households coping with 
poor and unsuitable housing. 

Even during the boom years it is 
now clear too few affordable houses 
were being built and now we’re left 
with that legacy. 

Urgent action is required to get 
house-building back on track in the 
South East, along with every single 
part of the country. 

The federation is calling on 
ministers and opposition parties to 
commit to protecting the current 
level of public spending on housing 
after the General Election, 
otherwise we will quite simply not 
see the right number of homes 
being delivered. 

If we fail to build the right 
number of homes now, we will store 
up even more problems for the 
future, with waiting lists growing 
further and homelessness and 
overcrowding getting worse.

School standards 
'will be hit' by cuts 

A CHILDREN’S services union has 
warned of a potential drop in 
achievement in Kent schools if “deep 
funding cuts” are not properly considered. 

It follows an announcement in 
February by Kent County Council that 
some 260 jobs could be slashed from its 
department for children, families and 
education in a bid to save £8million. 

At the time Cllr Sarah Hohler - cabinet 
member for the department - insisted 
frontline services would not be affected, 
but professional schools improvement 
staff now believe performance levels will 
be hit. 

Children’s services union Aspect, said 
the restructuring would mean cuts in 
services that offer professional support 
to schools. 

Restructuring within the department 
would see seven per cent of jobs lost. In 
secondary schools improvement teams, 
however, there could be a 50 per cent 
reduction in staffing, with no current 
indication of redeployment in other 
areas, according to Aspect. 

Union officials and school workers 
argued the plans were developed with little 
or no consultation with key stakeholders. 

But Rosalind Turner, managing director 
for children, families and education at 
KCC, said: “We are not yet half way 
through the consultation and we are 
interested in any additional proposals to 
deliver the required efficiencies.” 

She added that despite the possible 
changes, a high degree of support for 
schools would be maintained. 

“Our strategy is to reduce management 
and administration as much as possible, 
and to protect direct services to children, 
young people and families,” she said. 


Drugs, weapons and tigs 
all stopped at the border

BORDER control officers based 
across Kent helped seize more than 
£237 million worth of illegal drugs 
in just one year. 

They also helped prevent 27,000 dangerous 
weapons from reaching the streets as well as 
557 million smuggled cigarettes representing a 
loss in tax revenue of £109 million. 

Launched on April 1, 2009, the UK Border 
Agency was formed when customs and 
immigration officers joined forces as one single 
organisation. It is based in Dover and is also 
represented at the French ports of Calais, 
Coquelles, Dunkirk and Boulogne. 

Regional director Tony Smith said: “The public 
expects us to keep the UK border safe and secure 
at all times because drugs, illegal immigration 
and contraband damage communities and 
businesses. That’s why we have a strong new 
force at the border with combined customs and 
immigration powers, which works 24 hours a 
day to stop illegal immigrants and smugglers.” 

During the past year more than a million 
freight vehicles have been searched at British 
border controls in northern France and 
Belgium, with 29,000 illegal attempts to cross 
the Channel thwarted. 

Notable successes include the seizure of 
£3.7m of drugs from just one lorry - which was 



loaded with oil drums packed with heroin, 
amphetamine, ecstasy and cannabis - as well 
as the discovery of 5kg of cocaine hidden in a 
car bumper and 1.2 tonnes of hand-rolling 
tobacco concealed in a cargo of boilers. 

The agency also carries out intelligence-led 
operations to catch illegal workers and other 
immigration offenders. 

Where companies are found using illegal 
workers they face a fine of up to £10,000 per 
employee. Examples include the arrest of six 
onion farmers from Iraq and Palestine who

were caught working at a farm in north Kent, 
and a £30,000 fine for the Hands On Car Wash 
firm in Ashford, Tenterden and Folkestone that 
was found to be employing illegal immigrants. 

Large companies have also been caught out 
as well, such as the Whitstable branch of 
Domino’s Pizza that was fined £10,000 for 
giving work to an illegal Indian and Kosovan. 

Mr Smith added: “We are dedicated to 
stopping drugs getting onto our streets, 
removing illegal migrants and locking up or 
deporting the most serious criminals. 

‘We will continue to crack down on foreign 
nationals who don’t play by the rules, and the 
people and organisations behind them.”

Green sportster shows 
promise ahead of rivals 


IT could be that despite the green creden¬ 
tials of petrol-electric hybrids, their best 
deployment might be the sporting sector. 

The instant pulling power of the elec¬ 
tric motors can give the performance 
edge needed for the adrenalin rush 
would-be buyers crave. 

Honda is first to the market with a 
green sportster, the CR-Z, due in June 
and priced from a not unreasonable 
£17,000. It also promises to be an exciting 
drive, particularly as the first hybrid on 
sale in the UK with a manual gearbox.

Jaguar just purrs along 
during economic gloom 


JAGUAR is making light of the sluggish 
UK economy - it doubled sales of its 
sleek XF executive car in March against 
March 2009. 

Sales of all Jaguars are also more than 
one per cent up for the month, not bad 
when it was effectively a two-model 
brand - the junior X-Type model was 
axed in late 2009, and the all-new XJ is 
not on sale until May. The surge has 
been helped by the improved diesel 
power of the XF (£29,900) complement¬ 
ing the car’s sports saloon lines. 


CITROEN launched a vastly 
improved C3 supermini model 
earlier this year. 

Despite a cuddly, egg-shaped design evoking 
the brand’s classic 2CV, I thought the previous 
car pretty average. 

However, friendly imagery and occasionally 
bonkers discounting helped blind motoring 
Francophiles to the car’s cramped cabin, 
sloppy driving characteristics and poor build. 

But Citroen must have seen that would-be 
downsizers and generally more discerning con¬ 
sumers would not be so short-sighted this time. 

So the new car (from £10,790) looks and feels 
much classier and able to deliver a larger car 
feel for those who really are trading a family 
hatchback or something bigger in favour of 
this little five-door supermini. 

We tested the car via Wilmoths Citroen at 
Maidstone where general sales manager 
Kelvin Clayton was quick to defend the old car 
yet promote its successor: 

“You’ve got to remember that the original C3 
came out seven years ago and things have 
moved fast in the industry and at Citroen, but 
it has been a good seller for us and will contin-

ue to offer value as a used buy. The new car 
takes us to a new level and we expect to do 
well with it.” 

The test car was an upmarket 1.4 Exclusive 
with a lively 95bhp VTi 16v petrol engine 
(£14,090), with interior chroming, leather trim¬ 
ming and auto climate and cruise controls. 

But it also had the eye-catching Zenith 
panoramic front screen - the new C3’s trade¬ 
mark. This is standard on all but the VT entry 
model and comes with a neat pull-down interi¬ 
or ‘roof’ and sun visors. 

It’s a stylish luxury touch to the C3 range and 
defines its more upmarket stance this time. 

There is little disappointment on the move 
either, with a better balance of ride comfort 
and handling than before and the 1.4 engine 
is well-suited to the car, though there are 1.1 
and 1.6-litre petrol alternatives plus 1.4 and 
1.6 diesels. 

My only criticism on the test was a slightly 
sloppy gearshift, which may irritate keen driv¬ 
ers. But there is so much more to like about 
this smarter and swisher C3. 

It should be cheap to run too, with a range of 
frugal low emission engines plus a miserly 
ultra-eco Airdream version from £14,490.

Preventing terrible 
loss getting worse

AS THE size of the average mortgage 
increases, so too does the need to protect 
your partner and your family against 
being left with a huge debt should the 
worst happen. 

The death of the main breadwinner is 
bad enough without the added problem 
of where to find a four-figure mortgage 
payment each month. There are a num¬ 
ber of ways in which you can protect 
yourself and your home, and I am being 
asked for advice from more and more 
clients who want to make sure they 
won’t have to worry about losing their 
home as well as a loved one. 

Term assurance is probably the sim¬ 
plest type of protection and often the 
cheapest. It simply pays out if the 
insured person dies and can either be on 
a level or a decreasing basis depending 
on the reason for the cover. 

Critical illness cover is similar way but 
has the added benefit of paying out if the 
policy holder contracts one of a specified 
list of critical illnesses. These vary 
between companies, so make sure you 
compare not just the cost but the cover 
provided. 

Family income benefit is a term assur¬ 
ance policy, with or without critical ill¬ 
ness cover, that differs by paying out a 
monthly income for a set period rather 
than a lump sum. 

This is often cheaper than a lump sum 
policy and it does away with the worry of 
having to invest a large sum of money at 
a time when the surviving family has 
more important concerns. 

Permanent health insurance pays out 
a monthly income if you are unable to 
work due to accident or sickness. This is 
a long-term plan designed to continue to 
your retirement date or until you return 
to work and should not be confused with 
the short term accident, sickness and 
unemployment plans that have had so 
much bad press. 

Make sure you get good independent 
advice and remember that if a life assur¬ 
ance policy is set up incorrectly you 
could end up with a big inheritance tax 
bill rather than the money going where 
you intended it to.

Ombudsman's demand 
for lettings protection 


Landlords and tenants would benefit from 
closure of legislative loopholes, says report

THE Property Ombudsman is 
demanding that whichever party 
wins General Election urgently 
legislates to improve protection for 
both landlords and tenants who 
employ letting agents. 

The call has been echoed by many across the 
property field who say action needs to be taken 
as soon as possible. 

In his annual report, Ombudsman 
Christopher Hamer urges swift action 
because of the increasing activity in the let¬ 
tings market during the downturn. 

According to his report, the fact that letting 
agents were not covered by the provisions of 
the Consumers, Estate Agents and Redress 
Act is an “alarming inconsistency”. 

Mr Hamer also recommends that landlords 
and tenants only use agents who are members 
of a recognised trade association or any agent 
who is a member of the Property Ombudsman 


scheme. LetAssured UK is one company 
active in this area. 

“LetAssured UK has been specifically set up 
by landlords to protect themselves and other 
like-minded landlords from the unscrupulous 
activities of some letting agents,” said manag¬ 
ing director David Plaister. 

“Landlords from across the UK have been 
joining with us in a move away from the tradi¬ 
tional agents who have been rubbing their 
hands and watching the fees roll in.” 

The proportion of the Ombudsman’s work¬ 
load related to lettings disputes rose from 28 
per cent to 49 per cent of his workload last 
year. LetAssured UK said it guarantees land¬ 
lords and tenants peace of mind in knowing 
that they are dealing with a firm which meets 
defined standards of customer service and has 
the necessary insurance to protect their 
clients’ money, plus a customer complaints 
procedure offering independent redress. 

“LetAssured underpins the entire adminis¬ 
trative procedure of renting property on 
behalf of the landlord, and he is safe in the 
knowledge there will be no hidden costs,” said 
Mr Plaister.

Association upset 
by new legislation 


Springing into action can 
increase chance of a sale 


CONNELLS offices in Kent are enjoying one 
of their busiest periods since the start of the 
year and say the upward trend looks set to 
continue. 

Staff say more properties are coming on 
the market and business is looking good. 

“Our branches have had a busy few weeks 
with more properties coming on the market 
as people are encouraged by lower interest 
rates and the start of spring. 

“Demand is continuing to outstrip supply 
and because of the lack of stock there are 
more people chasing the same property, 
which is driving prices up in some areas,” 
said Connells regional managing director, 
Kevin Peel. 

“Houses continue to sell as long as vendors 
are realistic in their expectations and their 
estate agent is prepared to work hard on 


their behalf, using every opportunity to bring 
a property to the attention of as many buyers 
as possible.” 

Mr Peel said buyers could help by following 
a few simple tips: “First impressions count, 
so make sure your property has ‘kerb appeal’. 
Paint the front door, tidy the garden and put 
up hanging baskets,” he said. 

“Make sure the home is clean, tidy and de- 
cluttered. Buyers are trying to picture them¬ 
selves in your home, so get rid of junk and 
minimise personal possessions such as pho¬ 
tos. Throw out anything that has been bro¬ 
ken for a year or more. If you haven’t mend¬ 
ed it by now, chances are you never will.” 

Spring flowers in bloom make gardens par¬ 
ticularly attractive, and spring cleaning adds 
to homes looking good, both inside and out, 
he added. 


LANDLORDS’ “worst fears” have been 
realised with new legislation covering houses 
in multiple occupation, it has been claimed by 
one of the bodies representing them. 

The laws will see landlords required to gain 
planning permission if they purchase a prop¬ 
erty designed to be rented to three or more 
unrelated people. Alan Ward, chairman of the 
Residential Landlords’ Association, criticised 
the legislation on two grounds. 

“First, it is totally impractical,” he said. “And 
second, it is social engineering, because plan¬ 
ning law has never been about who can live 
where - it’s about the use of the building.” 

Mr Ward said landlords were unlikely to 
wait for any administrative delays in planning 
permission being granted. 

His comments come after PropertyEarth.net 
research indicated three-bedroom houses 
made up 57 per cent of all property searches 
by investors. Two-bedroom homes accounted 
for 21 per cent, and four-bedrooms 15 per cent.

House puts team

NATIONAL road race champion Kristian 
House was happy to sacrifice his chance at 
an individual title for the good of the team 
at the Tour DoonHame last weekend. 

The 30-year-old went into the final 
stage in Scotland wearing the green jer¬ 
sey, awarded to the rider who collects the 
most points from sprints during the race. 
It would have been a first title of the sea¬ 
son, but instead he played a supporting 
role to help Rapha Condor Sharp team¬ 
mate Chris Newton win the overall clas¬ 
sification, ten seconds ahead of nearest 
challenger Jack Bauer. 

Team tactics play a cmcial role in road 
cycling and House, who grew up near 
Canterbury, insisted he was pleased to 
help Newton finish the race first. 

He said: “I think you get as much sat¬ 
isfaction doing what we did as winning 
something for yourself. Everyone rode 
themselves into the ground for him. I 
was in green but that was never my goal. 
There were probably moments when I 
could’ve gone for it and if the opportuni¬ 
ty came up for easy points I would’ve, but 
it didn’t happen.” 

House’s season is only a few weeks old, 
but already he has competed in the 
United States, Singapore and France. 
The reigning British champion moved 
straight from the Tour DoonHame to 
ride in the four-day Circuit des 
Ardennes, which finishes tomorrow, as 
the season gradually starts to intensify. 

Races in New York and Japan are also 
scheduled in the next few weeks, sand¬ 
wiching the Tour de Bretagne later this 
month - a key early season event. 

House believes the win in Scotland, 
which came as another team from 
Rapha were winning stages in Northern 
Ireland, bodes well for the season ahead. 

He said: “I’m not in peak shape yet. You 
can do all the training you want, but it’s 
only once we get to these races when you 
get an idea of how you’re going.”

Rob Key’s side made an immediate return to 
the top flight after winning the Division Two 
title last summer and will be eager to get off to 
a good start at Trent Bridge.

With doubts over their bowlers against 
Nottinghamshire, head coach Paul Farbrace 
will have been pleased to see Phil Edwards and 
Warren Lee bowl tidily. They took two wickets 
each as Loughborough were bowled out for 259, 
but Simon Cook was the stand-out performer, 
taking 3 for 24 from 21 overs. 

The dependable 33-year-old seamer extended 
his contract last week until the end of the 2011 
season after showing his worth in all formats of 
the game last year. 

Farbrace said: “Securing the services of an 
experienced player like Simon is great news for 
the club. He is a quality bowler and is fast 
becoming Kent’s mister reliable. We are all very 
pleased that he has extended his stay.” 

The squad’s bowling unit has been further 
bolstered with the signing of teenage bowler 
Ashley Shaw. 

The 18-year-old signed a two-year deal after 
impressing in a trial at St Lawrence last week. 
The left-arm seamer is unlikely to feature at 
the start of the season having played age group 
cricket for Cheshire, but the club are hopeful he 
will be one for the future. 

Farbrace said: “Ashley is an exciting prospect.
